Sanctify: “To make _ sacred 
or holy; te set apart for a holy 
or religious use; to make holy 
or free from sin; to cleanse from 
corruption.” 

Sanctification Under the Law 

The sanctification received 
under the law was only a legal 
sanctification, a setting apart 
for holy and religious purposes, 
because inanimate objects, as 
well as animate objects received 


it. 
The Tabernacle Was Sancti- 
fied 

Ex. 40:9: “And thou _ shalt 
take the anointing oil, and 
anoint the tabernacle, and all 
that is therein, and shall hallow 
it, and ail the vessels thereof: 
and it shall be holy.” 

The Altar Was Sanctified 

Ex. 40:10: “And thou shalt 
anoint the altar of the burzt 
offering, and all his vessels, and 
sanctify the altar: and it shall 
be an altar most holy.” 

The Mountain Was Sanctified 

Ex, 19:23:‘‘And Moses said 
unto the Lord, The people can- 
not come up to Mount Sinai: 
for thou chargedst us, saying, 
Set bounds about the mount, 
and sanctify it.” 

Animate Objects Were 
Sanctified 

Ex. 13:2: “Sanctify unto me 
all the firstborn, whatsoever 
openeth the womb among the 
children of Israel, both of man 
and beast: it is mine.” 

All israel Was Sanctified 

Ex. 19:10-14: “And the Lord 
said unto Moses, Go unto the 
people, and sanctify them today 
and tomorrow, and let them 
wash their clothes. And Moses 
went down from the mount un- 
to the people, and sanctified the 
people; and they washed their 
clothes.” 

Under the law sanctification 
could be performed by man. Ex. 
13:1-2: “And the Lord spake un- 
to Moses saying, Sanctify unto 
me all the firstborn.” 

The Priests Could Sanctify 

Themselves 

Ex. 19:22: “And let the priests 
also, which come near to the 
Lord, sanctify themselves, lest 





the Lord break forth wee) 


them.” 

Sanctification under the law 
was by the blood of animals, 
administered and couldn’t make 
the comers perfect. Only the 
high priests ,was allowed to 
enter within to avail for us; and 
that just once a year, Now, the 
altar of offerings stood within 
the holy place just before the 
vail: and it was Sanctified with 
blood, typical of us being sanc- 
tified before we can enter the 
most holy place or baptism of 
the Holy Ghost. Sanctification 
under the New Testament was 
only by the blood of Jesus. Heb. 
13:12: “Wherefore Jesus also, 
that he might sanctify the peo- 
ple with his own blood, suffered 
without the gate.” 

Only People Were Sanctified 

It is the will of God that we 
be sanctified. 1 Thes, 4:3: “For 
this is the will of God, even your 
sanctification, that ye should 
abstain from fornication.” 

It Is a Cleansing 

1 Jno. 1:9: “If we confess our 
sins, hé is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” 

Jesus Prayed That We Might 
Have it 

Jno. 17:17: “Sanctify them 
through thy truth: thy word is 
truth.” 

Accomplished Through the 

Suffering of the Body of 
; Jesus 

Heb. 10:10: “By the which 
will we are sanctified through 
the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all.” 

Sanctification is Subsequent 

to Regeneration 

1 Jno. 1:9: “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to 
forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse (sanctify) us from all 
unrighteousness.” The disciples 
were saved men, because Jesus 
had sent them out to preach and 
they had joy; but in John 17:17, 
Jesus prayed that they might be 
sanctified, and in John 17:20, 
Jesus prayed that we might be 
sanctified if we believe on him 
through their word.
